Only  I4.  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with  12  the 
previous  year. 
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There  ware  2 cases  of  food  ooisoninR  notified  compared  with 
6 the  previous  year.  One  case  occurred  in  a child  a^ed  3 years. 

The  type  of  this  wassalmonella  panama  and  he  was  still  excreting? 
the  organism  at  the  end  of  the  year,  ‘'^amlly  contacts  remained 
clear.  The  other  case  was  in  an  adult  and  was  caused  by  salmonella 
heidelburs:.  Cases  of  both  bypes  of  salmonellae  have  occurred  in 
adjoininf^  areas.  It-  was  difficult  to  trace  the  orip-in  of  the 
infection  and  none  of  the  food  consumed  was  left  so  that  it  was  not 
possible  to  send  this  for  bacteriolop-i  cal  examination. 

l6  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  compared  with  2"^  in  1Q68. 
These  cases  were  all  connected  with  cases  which  occurred  the  previous 
year  and  formed  part  of  the  same  epidemic.  Dysentery  appears  in 
Llanrwst  far  too  frequently  and  it  is  up  to  everyone  to  take  pre- 
cautions such  as  hand  hypiene  before  preparation  of  food.  This 
applies  to  homes,  hotels,  canteens,  food  shops  etc. 

There  were  13  cases  of  infective  I'aundlce  compared  with  1 in 
1968.  This  disease  was  made  notifiable  in  June  1^68,  therefore 
this  is  not  a true  comparison. 

There  was  1 case  of  meninp-itis  compared  with  nil  the  previous 
year.  This  occurred  in  a child  aped  ij_  months. 

Two  cases  oT  whoopinp  couph  were  notified  compared  with  nil 
in  1968, 

BHUCTLLOSIS 


No  cases  wore  reported  in  the  area  during  the  year.  Milk 
samples  are  taken  by  the  County  Public  Health  Officer  at  frequent 
intervals .

There  was  a number  of  complaints  in 
the  Summer  of  smells  emanating:  from  the  Works.  The.se  were 
successfully  dealt  with  by  utilizinp-  snecial  deodorants  at  a 
cost  of  £136. 


The  estimated  total  quantity  of  crude  sewap:e  treated ’at 
the  Works  is  120,000  frallons  oer  day  dry  weather  flow. 


Five  samples  taken  durinn:  the  year  of  the  final  effluent 
from  the  Works  and  discharp'ed  into  the  River  Conway  were 
reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  satisfactory  and  met  the 
relaxed  standard  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Sewage  Disposal. 
All  samples  were  snap  samples.  The  River  Authority  standard 
for  the  Final  Effluent  is  80  p.p.m.  suspended  solids  and  60 
p.p.m.  B.O.D.

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The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-yn-Dre  fields,  and 
controlled  by  depositinf?  layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface. 

This  work  is  done  approximately  every  three  days  with  an 
agricultural  type  tractor  fitted  with  a loading  shovel. 

One  complaint  was  received  durin.v  the  year. 

Consideration  was  again  given  to  the  new  urgent  necessity  of 
providing  alternative  land  for  tipping  purposes.  Several  sites 
were  considered  by  the  Council  but  reiected  as  unsatisfactory. 
Approaches  vjere  also  made  to  the  neighbouring  ilant  Conway  Rural 
District  Council  to  use  their  tip  at  Dolgarrog,  but  the  Councils 
were  unable  to  com.e  to  a satisfactory  agreement.  The  Council 
have  now  approached  both  Denbighshire  and  Caernarvonshire  County 
Planning  Departments  who  are  investigating  the  possibility  of 
a suitable  tip  for  the  local  Authorities  in  the  Conway  Valley. 

Old  motor  vehicles  from,  within  the  urban  area  are  accepted 
free  oP  charge  at  the  tip,  also  trade  and  domestic  refuse. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  amounted  to 
£3,l4-80  for  the  financial  year  ending  March  "^Ist  1968.
